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7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
luckysurf.com. Luckysurf.com Is an internet web site that conducts online lotteries and 
uses a user ID (email address) and a password. The web site has options, selections, 
and data boxes as claimed. A drawing is held at predetermined times. Because of the 
indefiniteness of the claim as it is best understood by the examiner luckysurf.com 
anticipates what is claimed. The only method step that appears to be claimed is 
allowing people to participate in a lottery by email, which is disclosed by luckysurf.com. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Howson (20020082073), Yacenda (20020094858), Piper et al. 
(20040097283), Gatto et al. (20040124243 and 20040127279). and Al-Ziyoud 
(20040224750) disclose online lottery systems. "Boxlotto.com" discloses an online web 
site for conducing a lottery and was in existence well before the filing date of the instant 
application.
